Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2001,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated 
January  17,2002. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  auditing  standards  generally  accepted  in  the  United 
States  of  America.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable 
assurance  about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Fitzwilliam,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and  judgments  by 
management  are  required  to  assess  tlie  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  internal  control  structure 
policies  and  procedures.  Tlie  objectives  of  an  internal  contiol  structure  are  to  provide  management  with 
reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  jissets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or 
disposition,  and  tl;at  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and 
recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  general  purpose  financial  statements  in  accordance  with 
accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America.  Recau.sc  of  inherent 
limitations  in  any  internal  control  structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be 
detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  structure  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that 
procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the 
design  and  operation  of  policies  and  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Fitzwilliam,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2001,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of  the 
internal  control  structure.  With  respect  to  the  internal  control  structure,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of 
the  design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in  operation,  and  we 
assessed  control  risk  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedure.-;  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our 
opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  an  opinion  on  the  internal  control 
structure.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  such  an  opinion. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in 
the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  material  weaknesses  under  standards  established  by  the 
American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  A  material  weakness  is  a  condition  in  which  the 
design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a 
relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  and  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely 
period  by  employees  in  the  norrnal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  We  noted  no  matters 
involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be  material  weaknesses  as 
defined  above.

2001  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  submits  the  following  report  to  the  residents 
of  Fitzwilliam  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31 ,  2001 . 

We  begin  our  report  by  extending  our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation 
to  all  of  you  who  have  served  our  town  in  any  capacity  during  this  past  year. 
Without  you,  the  Town  of  Fitzwilliam  could  not  operate  in  an  efficient  manner,  or 
as  well  as  we  do.  Small  town  New  Hampshire  still  relies  heavily  on  volunteers. 
To  all  of  you  -  thank  you. 

Fitzwilliam  has  closed  out  the  year  in  an  excellent  financial  position. 
We  have  no  long-term  debt;  the  last  loan  was  paid  off  this  year.  The  town's  tax 
base  increased  to  $125,763,375.00,  which  has  helped  to  reduce  our  combined 
tax-rate.  We  also  used  $86,000.00  in  unreserved  fund  balance  to  further 
reduce  the  municipal  tax-rate.  The  unreserved  fund  balance  has  continued  to 
grow  due  to  both  higher  than  estimated  income  and  under  spending  of 
appropriations.  This  means  that  we  have  not  had  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of 
taxes;  we  have  gained  interest  income  for  the  town  on  monies  invested,  and  still 
have  funds  available  to  help  fund  future  projects,  such  as  the  library  expansion, 
while  keeping  our  municipal  tax  rate  under  control. 

Last  year  128  building  permits  were  issued,  with  the  cost  of 
construction  estimated  at  $4,104,524.00.  This  includes  26  new  single-family 
homes  with  construction  estimates  of  $1,755,200.  This  is  a  large  increase  over 
2000  in  which  we  issued  93  permits  with  an  estimated  construction  cost  of 
$1 ,770,628.  Fitzwilliam  is  growing  and  with  growth  comes  an  increased  need 
for  expanded  services. 

We  would  like  to  once  again  remind  everyone  that  building  permits 
are  required  for  the  construction,  renovation,  demolition,  and  change  of  use  of 
any  building  or  structure.  We  have  taken  a  more  active  position  in  the 
enforcement  of  this  requirement.  We  have  also  revised  our  building  permit 
information  and  application  material.  Fees  have  been  increased  to  more  closely 
match  the  cost  of  code  enforcement.  This  year  the  planning  board  has  placed 
articles  on  the  warrant  to  make  the  necessary  changes  to  allow  the  land  use 
code  to  follow  our  current  procedures  for  both  building  permits  and  occupancy 
permits.  We  ask  for  your  support  for  both  of  these  articles.  We  believe  that  if 
the  current  building  and  occupancy  zoning  ordinances  were  not  changed  our 
strict  enforcement  would,  in  fact,  cause  a  hardship  on  people. 

The  town  is  currently  involved  in  two  legal  actions.  Crown  Atlantic 
Company  has  filed  a  lawsuit  in  federal  court  as  a  result  of  the  planning  board's 
denial  of  their  request  to  site  a  cell  tower  in  Bowkerville.  We  believe  that  the 
town  is  in  an  excellent  position  and  are  optimistic  that  we  will  win  the  suit.  We 
still  have  to  spend  the  time,  energy,  and  dollars  necessary  to  mount  a  vigorous 
defense.  No  matter  how  just  your  position,  you  never  can  tell  what  the  courts 
will  decide.  Our  insurance  company  is  funding  the  first  $25,000.00  of  legal 
expenses  for  this  case  and  we  have  included  an  additional  $15,000.00  in  our 
legal  budget  specifically  earmarked  for  this  case. 

The  second  legal  action  we  are  currently  engaged  in  was  instituted  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  is  still  in  process.  This  year  we  started  legal  action 
against  four  property  owners  in  an  attempt  to  have  them  eliminate  hazards  and 
dilapidated  buildings  on  their  property.  Three  of  the  property  owners  complied 
prior  to  actually  ending  up  in  court.  The  fourth,  the  owner  of  "Stones  Mill",  has 
gone  to  court.  Initially  we  ran  into  procedural  problems  but  have  refiled  the 
case  and  fully  expect  to  win. 

The  project  to  build  a  new  ball  field  has  progressed  well  thanks  to 
Gene  Cuomo  and  the  highway  department.  We  have  spent  a  total  of 
$32,267.25  with  income  of  $13,050.72  from  the  sale  of  timber.  Timber  has 
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been  cut  to  clear  the  area  for  the  field,  road  and  parking  area,  and  the  ground 
has  been  stumped  and  leveled.  We  are  now  ready  to  place  loam  and  hydro 
seed  the  ball  field.  We  also  plan  on  establishing  a  gravel  parking  lot  and 
installing  an  access  gate.  We  have  requested  an  appropriation  of  $25,000.00  to 
complete  the  project.  We  expect  the  field  to  be  ready  for  play  in  2003. 

The  revaluation  of  the  town  is  progressing  pretty  much  on  schedule. 
We  expect  to  use  the  new  assessments  in  computing  real  estate  taxes  during 
2002.  While  this  will  not  change  the  total  dollars  we  will  have  to  raise,  it  will 
tend  to  shift  the  tax  burden  between  taxpayers  in  a  more  equitable  manner. 
The  whole  area  of  tax  assessments  is  currently  in  a  state  of  flux.  The  statewide 
property  tax  has  resulted  in  lawsuits  by  several  towns  and  subsequent  action  by 
the  courts  to  enforce  the  constitutional  five-year  1 00%  assessment  requirement. 
A  state  board  is  currently  in  the  process  of  examining  and  reestablishing 
assessment  standards.  We  expect  that  the  end  result  will  be  increased  cost  to 
towns  in  order  to  meet  the  new  standards.  We  will  need  to  view  approximately 
500  properties  each  year  to  insure  that  no  assessable  feature  has  been 
overlooked  and  conduct  sales  analyses  periodically  to  insure  assessed  values 
are  in  line  with  market  pricing.  We  expect  that  in  the  future  there  will  be  further 
requirements  to  meet  and  this  translates  into  more  taxpayer  dollars.  We  have 
anticipated  current  increases  in  the  range  of  $15,000-$20,000  per  year. 

The  property  assessment  process  is  further  complicated  by  a  New 
Hampshire  Supreme  Court  ruling  which  will  require  Fitzwilliam,  as  well  as  a 
number  of  other  towns,  to  completely  reassess  properties  in  current  use.  This 
will  involve  350  properties  in  Fitzwilliam  and  encompass  approximately  13,600 
acres.  We  are  currently  working  on  setting  up  some  type  of  program  to  assess 
current  use  forestland  at  various  values  within  the  current  use  board  range.  We 
currently  assess  at  the  top  of  the  range.  The  challenge  is  to  arrive  at  fair  values 
for  different  parcels  based  solely  on  their  current  use. 

The  situation  at  the  intersection  of  Routes  12  &  119  has  not 
appreciably  progressed  beyond  where  we  v/ere  last  year.  Basically,  the  state 
has  no  intention  of  making  any  major  change  prior  to  revising  the  intersection  in 
the  year  2007.  Earlier  the  project  was  extended  an  additional  two  years,  to  the 
year  2009,  but  most  recently  has  been  rescheduled  to  2007.  Whether  this  date 
holds  up  or  not  is  highly  questionable.  The  availability  of  money,  together  with 
other  state  highway  projects  with  higher  priorities,  could  very  well  extend  this 
project  indefinitely. 

Many  of  you  have  probably  noticed  the  changes  to  the  village 
common  accomplished  this  year.  The  granite  and  rail  fence  has  been 
straightened  and  realigned.  The  fountain  has  been  rehabilitated  and  reinstalled 
with  a  tank  and  pump  system.  Several  trees  have  been  removed  and  will  be 
replaced  during  2002.  Many  thanks  to  Martin  Roucheleau,  Jack  Earnst,  the 
Fitzwilliam  Garden  Club,  and  our  town  common  committee  for  their  efforts. 

We  have  placed  an  article  on  the  warrant  this  year  to  dissolve  the 
village  precinct.  The  precinct  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  town  whose  initial 
purpose  has  disappeared  in  antiquity.  During  past  years  the  precinct 
maintained  the  village  sidewalks,  which  have  also  disappeared  in  antiquity. 
Most  recently  the  precinct  dealt  with  the  maintenance  and  use  of  the  town 
common.  We  are  recommending  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  committee 
to  oversee  the  maintenance  and  use  of  the  common.  This  committee  could  in 
the  future,  with  approval  from  the  voters,  also  oversee  maintenance  and  use  of 
other  town  properties,  which  are  not  already  managed  by  other  agencies.  The 
advantage  of  this  acfion  is  to  eliminate  the  keeping  of  a  separate  set  of  books 
as  now  required  with  the  precinct,  and  extend  the  membership  of  this  committee 
beyond  the  area  of  the  precinct  to  encompass  the  whole  town.  We 
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should  also  mention  that  this  action  is  partly  the  result  of  our  inability  to  find 
people  willing  to  serve  as  officers  of  the  precinct. 

The  proposed  wastewater  treatment  project  for  the  village  area,  while 
gamering  a  majority  vote  at  the  2001  Annual  Town  Meeting,  did  not  receive  the 
2/3's  majority  needed  to  pass  the  bond  issue.  The  problem  has  not  gone  away. 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  is  a  very  necessary  project  for 
the  town.  We  are  aware  that  the  cost  for  the  project,  particularly  the  cost  to 
participating  homeowners,  was  a  major  issue.  Unfortunately  this  type  of  project 
is  not  cheap  and  estimates  at  this  stage  are,  by  design,  high.  The  committee 
formed  by  Woodward  &  Curran  has  continued  to  meet  and  work  on  uncovering 
more  data  and  ideas  on  how  to  put  together  an  acceptable  program. 
They  are  asking  for  $50,000.00  this  year  to  continue  their  efforts  and  bring  a 
project  proposal  to  voters  in  2003.  We  are  recommending  $5,000.00  as 
sufficient  to  continue  their  efforts.  Because  we  qualify  for  state  and  federal 
government  funding,  75%  of  the  costs  of  more  extensive  studies,  including 
design  work,  would  be  covered  if  services  were  performed  after  approval  of  the 
entire  project. 

On  September  11*,  our  country  witnessed  events  that  we  never 
Imagined  could  happen  in  America.  We  are  grateful  for  the  dedicated  men  and 
women  fire  fighters,  police  officers,  rescue  workers  and  volunteers  who  died 
and  those  who  rallied  to  assist  people  in  need.  As  we  look  ahead  to  2002,  we 
remember  those  who  died,  those  whose  lives  were  affected  by  this  event 
forever,  and  the  many  men  and  women  in  the  armed  forces  cuaently  serving 
our  country  at  home  and  overseas.  We  hope  for  recovery  and  pray  for  peace.

BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
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The  winter  of  2001  brought  plenty  of  snow  and  kept  the  Highway 
Department  busy  plowing  and  sanding  roads.  The  snow  banks  got  higher  and 
higher  and  although  we  did  our  best  not  to  fill  your  driveways  with  too  much 
snow,  in  some  cases  it  couldn't  be  helped. 

All  of  the  Highway  Department's  equipment  saw  a  great  deal  of  use 
during  the  winter.  We  experienced  some  minor  breakdowns,  but  for  the  most 
part,  the  equipment  '^veathered  the  storms".  A  large  part  of  this  is  due  to 
Richard  Lawrence  and  William  Russell,  who  keep  the  Town's  older  equipment 
in  tiptop  shape.  We  did  purchase  a  new  sander  to  replace  one  that  is  thirteen 
years  old  and  too  rusty  to  weld. 

Howeville  Road  from  East  Lake  Road  to  West  Lake  Road  was  rebuilt 
this  year.  This  project  consisted  of  grinding  up  the  old  road  base,  adding 
crushed  gravel,  and  replacement  of  several  culverts.  Once  all  of  this  was  done 
three  inches  of  asphalt  was  placed  on  top.  A  section  of  West  Lake  Road  and 
Keene  Avenue  was  also  resurfaced.  Another  project  was  Warren  Hill  Road, 
which  became  necessary  when  a  large  culvert  pipe  (four-foot  diameter)  was 
found  to  be  in  extremely  bad  shape.  Many  large  trees  and  brush  were  removed 
in  order  to  make  the  roadway  safer.  Some  other  culverts  were  replaced  and  the 
drainage  was  improved.  The  roadway  was  resurfaced  with  cold  mix  asphalt  that 
was  made  with  stone  swept  up  from  Richmond,  Lower  Troy,  and  Upper  Troy 
Roads.  The  cost  of  paving  this  road  was  about  one  half  of  the  normal  price.  I 
am  aware  that  Warren  Hill  Road  is  not  as  smooth  as  some  other  paved  roads, 
but  it  is  a  great  improvement  compared  to  what  was  there  before. 

This  year  we  also  started  a  road  sealing  project.  A  stone  seal  was 
applied  to  Lower  Troy  Road,  Upper  Troy  Road,  Sandy  Beach  Road,  and  part  of 
Richmond  Road.  Roadwork  was  started  on  Templeton  Turnpike  and  several 
hundred  cubic  yards  of  crushed  gravel  was  added  to  Rhododendron  Road  and 
the  gravel  section  of  Howeville  Road.  Drainage  improvements  were  also 
completed  on  Dunton  Road. 

This  year  we  plan  on  rebuilding  the  remaining  section  of  West  Lake 
Road  and  continuing  work  on  Templeton  Turnpike.  Road  sealing  will  continue 
on  Bowerville  Road,  Abel  Road  and  Fullam  Hill  Road.  Several  culverts  will  be 
replaced  throughout  town  and  some  rock  removal  and  blasting  will  be  done  as 
well. 

The  Highway  Department  did  routine  road  maintenance  on  other 
roads,  assisted  with  tree  removals  in  the  Common  and  the  Village  Cemetery 
and  worked  at  the  new  sports  field  on  Rte.  12.  I  would  like  to  end  this  report  by 
asking  everyone  to  please  call  the  Highway  Department  at  585-2255  whenever 
you  see  a  problem  with  a  road.  With  all  the  many  miles  of  roads  in  Fitzwilliam, 
we  are  sometimes  unaware  of  problems.  Thank  you.

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The  Transfer  Station  handled  over  600  tons  of  solid  waste  during  the  year  of 
2001 .  Over  270  tons  of  that  solid  waste  were  recycled,  sorted,  baled,  loaded  on 
trailers  and  trucks,  and  then  sold.  Unfortunately,  the  market  for  recycled 
materials  has  dropped  off.  The  price  the  Town  receives  for  our  recycled 
products  is  at  an  all  time  low.  There  are  fewer  companies  buying  recycled 
products.  We  are  forced  to  store  our  recycled  products  longer  in  order  to  make 
full  loads  to  sell.  This  year  we  increased  our  storage  capacity  by  building  a  roof 
over  the  area  between  the  glass  bins  and  the  transfer  building.  Another  blow  to 
our  recycling  revenues  is  the  fact  that  the  Town  must  now  pay  to  dispose  of  our 
scrap  metal.  In  the  past  we  were  paid  ten  dollars  a  ton.  Now  the  Town  must 
pay  four  dollars  a  ton  to  have  our  metal  picked  up.  I  can  only  hope  that  this 
trend  does  not  last  and  the  markets  will  rebound. 

So,  what  does  all  of  this  mean  to  you  and  I?  Basically,  recycling  is  not  a  free 
ride.  Sometimes  by  recycling  and  handling  the  materials  it  costs  the  Town  more 
money  than  we  receive.  Is  this  wrong?  No  -  recycling  is  the  right  thing  to  do, 
because  for  every  ton  we  recycle  it  is  a  ton  less  that  ends  up  in  a  landfill.  The 
price  of  disposing  trash  is  also  on  the  rise.  Landfills  are  running  out  of  space 
and  no  one  wants  a  new  landfill  in  their  "backyard".  The  best  solution  for  this 
problem  is  to  continue  to  recycle  and  reuse  as  much  as  possible.  Perhaps  we 
may  never  reap  the  full  benefits  from  our  recycling  efforts  but  maybe  our 
children  or  their  children  will.  The  crew  at  the  Transfer  Station  continues  to  do  a 
great  job,  as  well  as  all  of  the  residents  who  use  the  Transfer  Station.  Thank 
you.

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2001  REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

This  year's  report  begins  by  informing  the  Town  of  the  continued 
problems  the  police  department  faces  with  maintaining  adequate  personnel  to 
care  for  the  citizen's  needs.  The  problem  seems  to  be  with  finding  dedicated 
and  reliable  part  time  officers  that  can  fill  the  voids  when  the  full  time  officers  are 
on  vacation,  training,  holiday  or  time  off.  What  has  happened  over  the  last  year 
or  two  is  that  the  Police  Standards  and  Training  Council  has  begun  creating 
mandatory  training  and  physical  fitness  requirements  for  all  police  officers. 
People  are  not  as  interested  in  a  part  time  police  position  given  the  amount  of 
training  and  other  requirements  needed  to  obtain  certification.  We  are  not  alone 
in  trying  to  fill  our  vacancies.  Many  towns  are  experiencing  the  same  problem. 
This  year,  we  again  lost  two  part  time  officers  after  having  made  a  substantial 
investment  in  them.  There  has  been  some  recent  discussion  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  pursue  Federal  grant  money  and  add  a  fourth  full  time  officer.  Full 
time  officers  are  more  committed  to  their  job,  as  it  is  the  source  of  income  on 
which  they  live,  if  grant  money  were  available,  it  would  be  at  a  percentage  paid 
by  the  Town.  Adding  a  full  time  officer  would  help  to  better  serve  the  town  and 
improve  the  coverage.  It  won't  fix  everything,  and  it  will  not  give  the  town  twenty 
four-  hour  coverage.  If  this  should  become  a  feasible  proposition,  I  would  hope 
that  I  could  have  the  people's  support.  At  the  time  of  this  draft,  the  police 
department  has  a  Chief,  two  full  time  officers  and  one  part  time  officer. 

Officers  received  training  in  areas  of  professional  interest  that  also 
benefit  the  department  or  the  community.  Courses  attended  by  police  were; 
crime  prevention  officer,  thermal  imaging,  a  basic  patrol  rifle  course,  drug  and 
narcotic  updates,  use  of  force,  motor  vehicle  and  criminal  law  and  others. 
Officer  Tommila  has  been  designated  as  the  department  crime  prevention 
officer.  He  has  created  a  course  outline  for  public  presentation  on  the  topic  and 
will  feature  monthly  crime  prevention  articles  in  the  Newsletter.  He  is  available 
to  visit  your  home  or  business  to  offer  tips  to  make  your  property  safe  and  better 
protected  against  crime. 

Traffic  problems  with  violations  for  exceeding  the  speed  limit  remain  a 
policing  concern.  Efforts  were  made  this  summer,  as  in  years  past,  to  conduct 
enforcement  patrols  made  possible  by  grant  money  from  the  N.H.  Highway 
Safety  Commission.  Problem  areas  were  targeted  in  an  effort  to  minimize  the 
violations  that  we  witness  and  receive  complaints  about.  This  was  successful 
while  it  lasted,  but  re-occurs  once  the  grant  money  runs  out  and  extra  patrols 
cannot  be  assigned  for  this  purpose.  On  the  warrant,  there  is  an  article  asking 
for  the  town  to  purchase  a  stationary  speed  board  that  can  be  placed  on  the 
roadside  and  alert  drivers  of  their  speed.  Hopefully,  this  will  carry  on  the 
meeting  floor  and  its  use  will  help  to  lessen  the  violations.  The  intersection  of 
Rt.  12  and  Rt.1 19  has  particular  interest  for  the  use  of  this  safety  device. 

Crimes  and  offenses  were  below  average  with  only  a  few  serious 
crimes  against  property  registered.  There  were  no  serious  crimes  against 
persons.  Ninety-six  criminal  cases  were  logged.  Seventy-six  percent  of  these 
offenses  were  cleared,  additionally;  eleven  percent  had  no  criminal  aspect. 
Thirteen  percent  remain  open.  A  list  of  primary  offenses  is  included  in  this 
report.  As  a  reminder  to  assist  police  in  keeping  crime  at  a  minimum,  please  call 
if  you  see  things  that  are  suspicious.  Responsible  citizens  in  the  community  are 
key  to  crime  prevention.  Your  call  is  important.  The  police  received  1,089  calls 
for  service  as  well  and  logged  47,745  miles  on  the  two  primary  patrol  vehicles. 
That's  a  lot  of  driving  within  the  limits  of  a  small  town. 
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We  had  hoped  to  finally  build  a  garage  for  the  cruisers  to  be  housed 
this  year.  But  at  the  recommendation  of  the  Selectmen  and  budget  committee, 
we  agreed  to  move  this  project  up  into  2003.  Also  in  2003,  the  police  will 
probably  be  looking  to  replace  a  patrol  vehicle  and  improve  radio 
communication  with  new  digital  systems.

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2001  FIREWARDS  REPORT 
2001  CALLS 

The  Fitzwilliam  Fire  Department  responded  to  219  calls  from  the 
period  December  1,  2000  to  November  30,  2001.  This  represents  a  decrease 
of  36  calls  from  the  record  number  of  calls  (255)  in  2000. 

Among  the  responses  in  2001  were:  five  (5)  structure  fires,  four  (4) 
chimney  fires,  twenty-nine  (29)  motor  vehicle  accidents,  four  (4)  brush  fires,  and 
fifteen  (15)  mutual  aid  fire  related  responses  to  nearby  communities  including, 
Troy,  Rindge,  Jaffrey,  Winchendon,  MA,  Richmond,  and  Royalston,  MA.  There 
were  thirty  eight  (38)  miscellaneous  responses  to  car  fires,  oil  spills,  smoke 
investigations,  electrical  problems,  automatic  fire  alarms,  oil  burner  problems, 
missing  persons,  and  downed  trees  and  wires. 

The  department  also  responded  to  one  hundred  three  (103)  medical 
emergencies,  and  twenty-one  (21)  mutual  aid  medical  calls  to  nearby 
communities  including,  Troy,  Rindge,  Richmond,  and  Jaffrey. 

PERSONNEL,  TRAINING,  AND  EDUCATION 

The  department  currently  has  twenty-eight  active  members,  one  of 
whom  is  new  to  the  Fire/EMS  service  and  two  new  firefighting  members.  The 
department  has  eleven  (11)  members  who  serve  as  fire  personnel  and  four  (4) 
as  EMS  personnel.  Twelve  (12)  members  are  both  fire  and  EMS  certified. 
There  are  17  New  Hampshire  certified  fire  fighters,  seven  (7)  members  are 
certified  at  Level  I,  one  (1)  at  Career  Level  and  nine  (9)  at  Level  II. 

There  are  17  members  who  are  certified  at  various  levels  of 
Emergency  Medical  Services.  Two  (2)  members  are  certified  as  an  Emergency 
Responder,  three  (3)  members  are  Nationally  Registered  First  Responders, 
seven  (7)  are  EMT-B  (basic)  and  five  (5)  are  at  the  EMT-I  (intermediate).  There 
are  26  members  who  are  certified  in  CPR  for  the  healthcare  provider. 

In  2001,  five  (5)  members  completed  EMT-B  recertification  in 
Richmond  and  two  (2)  completed  EMT  B-  recertification  in  other  locations  in  NH. 
Three  (3)  members  completed  EMT-I  recertification  at  the  Cheshire  Medical 
Center  this  fall. 

The  department  continues  to  offer  monthly  training  for  both  fire  and 
EMS  personnel.  This  year  the  department  participated  in  a  large  scale  fire 
training  with  6  other  departments  in  Fitzwilliam.  Multi  town  training  also 
provided  personnel  with  specialized  training  in  domestic  violence  and  abuse, 
and  Rescue  Based  Incident  Command. 

In  addition,  personnel  participated  in  several  courses  at  Meadowood 
Training  Center,  Keene  Fire  Dept,  and  Swanzey  Fire  Dept.  Courses  included 
Self  Contained  Breathing  Apparatus  and  Protective  Equipment,  Dive  Team 
Support,  Basic  Pumps,  Basic  Rescue,  Firefighter  101,  Pediatric  Education  for 
Pre-hospital  Professionals  and  Hazmat  Operations.  Two  members  completed 
a  60-hour  course  in  Rescue  Systems  sponsored  by  Urban  Search  and  Rescue 
-  FEMA,  held  at  the  New  Hampshire  Fire  Academy  in  Concord,  NH.  Personnel 
also  participated  in  several  courses  at  the  Cheshire  Medical  Center,  including 
medication  administration,  as  well  as  participating  in  the  Center's  monthly 
Advanced  Life  Support  continuing  education. 

In  the  aftermath  of  September  11,  2001,  we  had  9  firefighters  and 
EMS  personnel  on  stand-by  for  deployment  to  assist  FDNY.  We  had  one 
member,  Shaun  Bennett  who  was  called  for  deployment  to  assist  in  fighting  the 
forest  fires  in  West  Virginia.  Shaun  was  in  West  Virginia  for  two  weeks.  We 
extend  our  thanks  to  Shaun,  his  family  and  his  employer. 
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VEHICLES 

Our  inventory  of  vehicles  includes  the  1973  Mack  pumper,  the  1978 
Ford  pumper  (the  last  "new"  vehicle  purchased  by  the  town),  the  1969  Mack 
crew  cab  pumper,  purchased  by  the  Fire  Department  membership,  the  1978 
Mack  Tanker,  1999  Ford  Ambulance  and  the  state  supplied  brush  truck. 

The  1969,  Mack  which  was  our  first  response  unit,  has  a  "tired"  pump 
thus  we  have  moved  the  1973  Mack  to  take  its  place.  As  noted  for  several 
years,  all  of  our  vehicles  have  been  well  cared  for  and  have  given  the  town 
great  service,  but  we  are  on  "borrowed  time"  with  our  Class  A  Pumpers,  and  we 
were  scheduled  to  replace  one  of  them  in  2001.  In  this  connection,  we  have 
again  prepared  new  specifications  and  sent  out  requests  for  proposals  to  many 
dealers  and  manufacturers  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Class  A  Pumper.  As  of 
the  time  of  the  preparation  of  this  report,  we  have  not  heard  from  the  budget 
committee  or  Board  of  Selectmen  concerning  their  recommendations  on  this 
project.  We  will  continue  to  collect  information  and  pursue  this  project  since 
regardless  of  when  it  proceeds;  we  feel  that  it  is  a  necessary  investment  for  the 
well  being  of  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

2002  BUDGET 

We  have  presented  fire  and  ambulance  budgets  that  we  feel  meet  the 
needs  of  the  town  and  the  safety  of  the  fire  and  EMS  personnel.  Both  budgets 
presented  are  lower  than  those  presented  last  year.  In  the  event  that  a  new 
truck  is  not  on  the  warrant  for  2002,  we  certainly  recommend  that  an  adequate 
amount  be  put  aside  in  Capitol  Reserve  for  the  time  when  this  necessary 
purchase  does  take  place.  The  Budget  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
are  presently  reviewing  our  proposals. 

Townspeople  can  see  where  their  money  is  being  spent  in  a  review  of 
the  list  of  calls  and  training  activities  outlined  in  this  report.  In  addition,  we  are 
always  open  to  visits  from  citizens  at  the  Fire  Station  any  Sunday  morning 
during  vehicle  and  equipment  check.  You  are  welcome  to  stop  in  to  see  what 
the  town  fire  department  has  and  ask  questions  that  come  to  mind  about  your 
fire  and  ambulance  service. 

ASSOCIATION  MEMBERS 

As  some  townspeople  may  be  aware,  there  are  members  of  the 
Fitzwilliam  Fire  Department,  Inc.  who  are  not  providers  of  Fire  and  Emergency 
Medical  Services.  These  people  provide  great  assistance  with  support  and  food 
at  fire  and  rescue  scenes,  and  with  fundraising  activities  for  the  purchasing  and 
maintenance  of  equipment,  which  in  turn,  benefits  the  town. 

We  thank  the  individuals  and  businesses  that  support  the  Fitzwilliam 
Community  Calendar  Project  by  advertising  in  the  calendar,  which  is  in  its  ninth 
year,  as  well  as  those  who  support  our  community  events  such  as  Annual  Fun 
Fair,  and  our  Holiday  events.

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2001  LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 


2001  was  a  productive  and  exciting  year  at  the  Library.  Programming 
was  both  innovative  and  well  attended,  planning  and  fund-raising  for  the 
proposed  building  addition  ran  ahead  of  schedule,  assistant  librarians,  Kate 
Thomas  and  Cheryl  Wolf  contributed  their  abundant  talents  and  enthusiasm  and 
circulation  and  usage  remained  consistently  high. 

Statistics  of  usage  for  the  year  included  a  total  circulation  of  19,980, 
in-house  usage  reached  a  record  of  4,250  and  computer  usage  was  806.  We 
issued  132  cards  to  new  borrowers  and  added  578  books,  69  videos  and  59 
audio  books  to  the  collection.  Reference  questions  numbered  667,  a  total  of 
386  books  were  borrowed  for  patrons  and  book  group  members  from  other 
libraries  and  248  books  were  loaned  out  to  libraries.  In  addition,  75  large  print 
books  from  the  state  library  were  borrowed  as  well  as  100  books  from  the  New 
Hampshire  Humanities  Council. 

In  keeping  with  our  commitment  to  strong  programming,  in  2001  we 
offered  70  programs  with  an  attendance  of  over  1 ,291 .  Noteworthy  programs 
included  Dan  Grady's  Marvelous  Marionette  Medley,  Winter  Solstice  Songs 
and  Stories,  the  Little  Red  Wagon's  spirited  production  of  Ocean  Adventures 
and  noted  author  Sy  Montgomery's  talk  and  slide  presentation  on  the  man- 
eating  tigers  of  India.  Speaking  of  noted  authors,  former  Keene  resident  and 
well-known  author  Ernest  Hebert  thrilled  the  book  discussion  group  by  dropping 
in  unannounced  at  the  August  meeting  and  sharing  his  writing  expertise!  The 
book  discussion  group  also  participated  in  two  series  that  were  underwritten  by 
the  New  Hampshire  Humanities  Council,  Contemporary  New  England  Authors 
and  Out  of  Asia,  a  pilot  program  that  was  offered  at  only  8  statewide  sites. 

In  addition  to  these  programs,  the  staff  offered  a  six  week  winter  craft 
and  book  series,  A  Flying  Magic  Carpet  Ride  to  Asia,  Octopi  Your  Mind,  a  six 
week  Summer  Reading  Program,  celebrating  ocean  life  that  recorded  almost 
600  books  read  by  participants  and  a  weekly  story  hour  for  3  to  5  year  olds 
which  enjoyed  full  enrollment.  In  November,  we  began  yet  another  new  series, 
Saturday  Morning  Knitters,  meeting  biweekly  to  create  mittens,  socks  and  hats. 

On  the  building  front.  Critter  Control  came  and  cleaned  out  the  many 
years  of  accumulated  guano,  plugged  openings  in  the  slate  roof  and  declared 
us  free  of  our  persistent  bat  infestation.  Despite  a  few  subsequent  sightings  we 
hope  to  be  relatively  bat-free  this  year. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  continued  strong  support  of  the  library  by 
assisting  with  all  the  programming  during  the  year  as  well  as  purchasing  audio 
and  juvenile  books  and  running  the  Book  Sale.  Thanks  especially  to  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Friends,  Jennifer  Skelton,  Susan  Roike,  Dancy  Bluhm, 
Brandylyn  Handy  and  Beth  Guion,  for  all  their  volunteer  efforts. 

We  were  the  recipients  of  wonderful  generosity  throughout  the  year. 
A  gift  from  the  estate  of  Ken  Roberts  allowed  us  to  purchase  an  outstanding 
collection  of  informational  books  for  children  and  adults.  The  RoIke  family 
continued  to  provide  funding  for  many  of  our  popular  audio  books  as  well  as  the 
beautiful  quilt  raffled  off  in  December  as  a  benefit  for  the  Building  Fund. 
Throughout  the  year  numerous  people  contributed  generously  to  the  building 
fund  drive. 

The  Development  and  Building  Committees  continued  to  meet 
throughout  the  year  to  work  on  the  plans  for  the  proposed  building  addition. 
Fund-raisers  included  a  Gala  Antiques  Evening  with  Skinner's  Keny  Shrives 
and  the  second  annual  House  Tour  in  October.  At  year-end,  the  fund  drive  had 
raised  over  $95,000  in  gifts  and  pledges.  Voters  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting 
added  $50,000  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  bringing  the  total  in  capital  reserve

to  $110,000.  This  year,  the  Trustees  will  request  the  funds  necessary  to  begin 
construction.  In  2003,  we  hope  to  present  the  community  with  a  beautiful  post 
and  beam  addition  to  our  historic  library  that  will  offer  plenty  of  accessible  space 
for  books,  study,  computer  usage  and  community  programs. 

Thank  you  to  all  the  volunteers,  committee  members,  Friends,  staff 
and  trustees  who  help  to  make  the  Fitzwilliam  Town  Library  a  very  special 
place.

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2001  REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year  2001,  the  Fitzwilliam  Recreation  Department  had 
many  exciting  changes  and  additions  to  our  program  offerings.  First  of  all,  with 
the  approval  of  the  new  Recreation  Revolving  Account  in  March  of  2001,  we 
have  been  able  to  offer  several  new  self-supporting  programs.  In  April,  we 
began  to  offer  an  aerobics  class,  and  it  has  become  an  ongoing  program  on 
Monday  and  Thursday  evenings  from  6:30  to  7:30  in  the  Upper  Meeting  Hall  at 
the  Town  Hall.  We  introduced  a  trial  session  of  Shivananda  Yoga  in  October, 
and  based  on  participation,  we  will  continue  to  offer  this  class  on  Wednesday 
evenings  at  6:30  in  the  Upper  Meeting  Hall  at  the  Town  Hall.  We  held  a  free 
basic  computing  class  in  the  spring  at  Emerson  School's  computer  lab,  which 
continued  through  the  end  of  the  school  year.  We  offer  a  "Senior  Coffee  Hour" 
in  conjunction  with  the  monthly  blood  pressure  clinic  at  the  Town  Hall  every 
second  Wednesday  at  2:00  in  the  afternoon.  Basketball  and  volleyball,  both 
free  programs,  are  continuing  on  Sundays  at  the  Emerson  School  multipurpose 
room. 

The  new  Recreation  Revolving  Account  that  was  approved  at  Town 
Meeting  2001  was  started  up  with  $1,000.  Our  goal  was  to  implement 
programs  that  would  be  self-supporting,  and  to  end  the  year  with  $1,000  still  in 
the  account.  Thus  far,  the  programs  that  utilized  this  account  were  aerobics, 
yoga,  and  the  soccer  program.  We  ended  the  year  with  a  balance  of  $1 ,477.86. 
The  money  in  this  fund  is  allowed  to  accumulate  from  year  to  year,  and  will  be 
used  to  fund  new  programs  and/or  trips. 

The  largest  program  that  the  Town  offers  is  still  the  Soccer  Program. 
We  are  grateful  to  ail  who  came  forward  to  help,  especially  the  children  from 
Emerson  School  who  take  part  in  the  after-school  program.  These  children 
lined  the  soccer  field  on  Friday  afternoons  for  us.  This  year's  program 
consisted  of  eight  teams  (112  children),  four  junior  teams  in  grades  1-3,  four 
senior  teams  in  grades  4-6,  plus  a  Kindergarten  program.  This  program  could 
not  exist  without  the  extraordinary  efforts  of  the  coaches  and  many  parents  who 
volunteered  their  time  to  help  out  the  program  -  our  thanks  to  you  all! 

Our  ll"'  annual  Charlie  Wallace  5K  road  race  was  a  success  again 

this  year  with  71  runners  participating  in  the  5K,  and  24  children  running  the  IK

Sox!  We  concluded  the  six  week  program  with  a  carnival  day  consisting  of 
games  such  as  a  jello  eating  contest,  ice  melting  contest  (great  activity  in  95 
degree  heat!),  water  balloon  toss,  face  painting,  beach  ball  bump,  hula  hoop 
havoc,  and  best  of  all  -  a  dunking  tank!  As  always,  the  children  love  dunking 
their  counselors! 

The  2001  Fitzwilliam  Cross-country  Ski  Program  was  a  success  in 
part  due  to  the  wonderful  snowfall  last  year!  Unfortunately,  before  the  race  that 
was  scheduled  for  Fitzwilliam,  much  of  that  wonderful  snow  turned  into  a

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2001  REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 

This  year  has  been  busy  for  the  Cemetery  Department.  The 
Commissioners  have  developed  a  ten-year  improvement  and  project  plan  for 
the  Cemetery  Department,  which  addresses  expansion  needs,  state 
requirements,  routine  replacements,  planned  maintenance,  and  grounds 
improvements. 

In  2002,  we  hope  to  start  the  first  phase  of  expansion  at  Pine  Grove 
Cemetery.  If  funds  are  approved,  we  will  remove  a  layer  of  sandy  soil,  replace 
it  with  loam,  and  then  seed  the  area.  2003  work  would  include  surveying  of 
plots  and  installation  of  gravel  roads  in  the  expansion  area,  making  it  ready  for 
the  sale  of  plots.  Improving  the  soil  and  grass  at  the  Pine  Grove  Cemetery  has 
been  an  ongoing  concern  and  some  improvements  were  made  this  year.  We 
included  funds  in  the  budget  request  and  plan  to  continue  work  in  this  area 
during  2002.  We  have  also  requested  funds  to  replace  damaged  and  missing 
street  signs  at  the  Village  Cemetery  with  engraved  granite  posts. 

A  very  large  tree  at  the  Village  Cemetery  with  serious  internal  decay 
was  removed  this  year.  The  tree  threatened  to  damage  the  historic  markers 
and  graves  in  the  area.  The  tree  removal  service  did  an  excellent  job  with  a 
bucket  truck  and  large  crane  without  creating  any  damage.  Many  of  the  older 
trees  are  showing  their  age  and  will  require  pruning  and  trimming  this  year  to 
help  preserve  their  health  to  preserve  their  health  and  to  prevent  harm  to  the 
cemetery  grounds. 

The  commissioners  have  spent  numerous  hours  this  year  working  on 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  cemeteries.  The  town  does  not  have  a  formal  set 
of  rules  to  govern  the  cemeteries  and  the  commissioners  looked  at  the  policies 
established  by  many  of  the  surrounding  towns.  Advice  was  sought  from  a  local 
monument  company  and  a  funeral  director.  An  approved  set  of  rules  should  be 
in  place  by  this  spring. 

Mike  Grab  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  fill  an  empty  position 
as  Cemetery  Commissioner.  Two  of  the  three  part-  time  department 
employees  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  summer,  which  left  the  department  short 
handed  for  the  fall  cleanup.  Fortunately  the  weather  cooperated  and  most  of 
the  fall  work  was  completed.

This  year  has  been  busy  for  the  Cemetery  Department.  We  were 
short  on  employees  for  the  fall,  but  still  were  able  to  complete  most  of  the  fall 
cleanup.  We  were  able  to  have  the  use  of  a  leaf  vacuum,  which  saved  a  great 
deal  time  on  this  task. 

When  the  pine  tree  was  cut  down  in  the  old  section  of  the  Village 
Cemetery,  it  was  determined  that  this  tree  was  approximately  130  years  old. 
Due  to  its  age,  there  was  much  rot  and  decay  making  it  unsafe  to  remain 
standing.

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2001  REPORT  OF  THE  ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  is  a  Board  whose  function  is  to  hear  appeal 
applications  from  property  owners  who  apply  for  relief  from  the  terms  of  the 
Fitzwilliam  Zoning  Ordinance.  The  Board  is  empowered  to  grant  relief,  in 
accordance  with  State  statute  and  local  law  as  specified  in  the  Land  Usage 
Ordinance. 

A  variance  application  is  a  request  for  a  waiver  or  relief  of  a  requirement  in 
the  Land  Usage  Ordinance  when  strict  enforcement  of  the  requirement  would 
cause  undue  hardship  to  the  applicant.  Recently  the  New  Hampshire  Supreme 
Court  issued  a  decision  which  fundamentally  altered  the  previous  standard  for 
determining  the  appropriateness  of  a  variance  under  the  terms  of  a  zoning 
ordinance.  In  the  past,  the  standard  for  showing  hardship  was  very  high  as  it 
required  the  applicant  to  prove  that  the  application  of  the  zoning  ordinance  was 
so  great  "as  to  effectively  prevent  the  owner  from  making  any  reasonable  use 
of  the  land."  The  Court  has  now  concluded  that  the  prior  standard  was  too 
restrictive  and  that  it  should  no  longer  be  applied.  The  new  standard,  as  stated 
by  the  Court  is  as  follows: "  Henceforth,  applicants  for  a  variance  may  establish 
unnecessary  hardship  by  proof  that :  (1)  a  zoning  restriction  as  applied  to  their 
property  interferes  with  their  reasonable  use  of  the  property,  considering  the 
unique  setting  of  the  property  in  its  environment;  (2)  no  fair  and  substantial 
relationship  exists  between  the  general  purposes  of  the  zoning  ordinance  and 
the  specific  restriction  on  the  property;  and  (3)  the  variance  would  not  injure  the 
public  or  private  rights  of  others." 

The  new  standard  will  require  that  Boards  of  Adjustment  provide  much  more 
detailed  fact  finding  with  respect  to  the  characteristics  of  the  property  in 
question,  the  impact  of  the  zoning  ordinance  on  the  reasonable  use  of  property, 
and  the  effect  of  granting  the  variance  on  the  rights  of  the  community  and  the 
abutters. 

The  Board  also  considers  application  for  Special  Exceptions,  Appeal  from 
an  Administrative  Decision  and  Equitable  Waivers  of  Dimensional 
Requirements.  During  the  course  of  the  year  2001  the  Board  considered 
appeals  which  included  eight  Special  Exceptions;  one  appeal  from  an 
Administrative  Decision;  and  five  Variance  applications. 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  meets  at  the  Town  Hall  on  the  third  Monday  of 
each  month  at  7:30  PM  when  applications  are  submitted.  The  Board  invites 
and  encourages  all  interested  parties  to  attend  hearings  and  meetings  as 
noticed.

All  residents  are  reminded  that  all  exterior  changes  within  the  Historic  District 
must  come  before  the  commission  for  consideration  and  discussion.  The 
commission  meets  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  4:00  PM  in  the 
Town  Hall.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  we  encourage  your 
participation  from  all  those  interested.

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2001  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Conservation  Commission  continues  to  serve  the  town  through 
its  conservation  planning,  review  of  site  plans  involving  the  Wetland  Protection 
Overlay  District,  and  representing  the  town  at  regional  and  state  meetings  of 
conservation  groups. 

During  2001  the  Commission  completed  a  boundary  survey  of  one  of 
the  town's  forests,  began  the  development  of  a  steep  slopes  ordinance, 
solicited  outside  funding  for  the  mapping  of  trails  in  the  town,  completed  a  clean 
up  of  the  town  ski  slope,  and  conducted  numerous  inspections  of  development 
sites  involving  wetlands.  A  list  of  known  hazardous  waste  sites  and  spills  in 
town  was  compiled.  The  Town  Conservation  Plan  was  published  and 
distributed  and  a  web  site  was  developed.  A  Wild  Neighbors  program  with 
Emerson  School  and  local  scout  troops  is  designed  to  get  young  people 
Involved  in  a  survey  of  town  birds  and  wildlife. 

Commission  members  served  on  the  Natural  Resources  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission,  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Monadnock  Conservancy,  and  on  the  Steering  Committee  for 
the  Development  of  a  Master  Plan  for  Mt.  Monadnock  State  Park  (which 
includes  Rhododendron  State  Park).  Several  Commission  members  attended  a 
natural  resources  inventory  workshop.  One  of  our  commission  members  writes 
a  monthly  column  on  conservation  issues  for  the  town  newsletter. 

The  Commission  continues  to  work  closely  with  the  selectmen  and 
the  Planning  Board  to  review  and  plan  for  land  conservation  in  town  and  to 
update  the  town's  conservation  and  master  plans.

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2001  REPORT  OF  THE  CODE  ENFORCEMENT  OFFICE 

The  Code  Enforcement  office  enforces  regulations  of  the  Fitzwiiiiam  Land 
Use  Codes,  issues  building  permits  for  construction  and  occupancy  permits  for 
new  home  occupation  after  completion  of  construction. 

Upon  receipt  of  a  written  complaint,  the  Code  Enforcement  Officer  performs 
an  investigation;  ensures  compliance  of  building  permits  to  applicable  zoning 
requirements;  dedicates  Emergency  911  numbers;  and  reviews  all  building 
permits  and  plans.  This  review  ensures  safety  from  fire,  flood,  and  establishes 
that  all  other  public  requirements  are  met. 

In  2001,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  updated  the  building  permit  instructions.  If 
you  should  have  any  questions  with  regard  to  permitting  for  construction  please 
contact  the  Board  of  Selectmen's  Office  to  obtain  a  copy  of  these  regulations. 
Please  remember  that  all  construction,  renovation,  demolition  and  changes  to 
buildings  require  a  permit.  It  is  always  best  to  check  with  our  office  prior  to 
construction  to  determine  if  a  permit  is  required. 

In  2001,  128  building  permits  were  issued.  The  total  dollar  amount, 
according  to  owner  estimates,  is  $3,956,524.00.  This  was  a  significant 
increase  over  last  years  permits.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TRUST  FUNDS 

In  a  year  marked  by  global  recession  and  terrorism,  stock  markets 
around  the  world  plunged  to  the  their  lowest  levels  in  three  years.  The 
negative  impact  of  these  events  was  realized  here  at  home  in  lower  than 
anticipated  earnings  for  Fitzwilliam  Trust  Funds.  On  a  positive  note  however, 
actions  taken  in  recent  years  to  diversify  our  investments  to  include  treasury 
and  other  fixed  income  investment  vehicles  allowed  us  to  provide  a  modest 
level  of  portfolio  earnings.  Our  conservative  equity  investment  strategy  resulted 
in  preserved  market  values. 

The  trustees  received  a  significant  contribution  to  the  Roberts 
Scholarship  Fund  by  Jane  Roberts.  This  fund  provides  one  or  more  top 
Fitzwilliam  resident  student(s)  with  a  scholarship  award  to  be  used  for  higher 
education. 

The  trustees  were  able  to  resolve  discrepancies  with  the  State  of  NH 
trust  fund  filings  for  2000  after  extensive  work  and  review  of  the  data  provided 
by  our  fund  manager,  Charter  Trust.  We  would  like  to  acknowledge  Paula 
Thompson  for  her  valuable  assistance  in  this  review. 

Historically,  the  cost  of  managing  town  trust  funds  was  calculated  by 
applying  a  rate  (typically  8%)  against  the  total  earning  of  the  funds.  These 
expenses  were  deducted  from  the  earnings  available  for  distribution  to  the  fund 
recipients.  We  were  advised  that  the  fee  for  managing  the  funds  would  change 
in  2001.  The  new  fee  would  be  calculated  using  a  rate  (1.1%)  of  the  market 
value  of  funds  under  management.  The  new  rate  structure  will  require  that  the 
cost  to  manage  the  trust  funds  be  a  town  budgeted  expense. 

With  the  change  in  cost  structure  and  difficulties  encountered 
completing  the  state  forms,  the  trustees  have  transferred  the  fund  management 
responsibilities  to  Banknorth  Investment  Management  Group  effective 
December  l",  2001.

2001  SEWER  PLANNING  COMMIHEE  REPORT 

The  Sewer  Planning  Committee  began  meeting  again  after  the  bond 
issue  for  the  Woodard  &  Curran  wastewater  treatment  proposal,  presented  at 
town  meeting  last  March,  failed  to  get  the  2/3rds  majority  vote  needed  to  pass. 
The  committee  decided  to  begin  to  explore  the  possibility  of  what  they  think  may 
be  a  more  cost-effective  solution  using  a  natural  system  for  the  treatment  of 
wastewater  and  a  small  diameter  pipe  collection  system. 

We  have  sent  out  a  Request  for  Proposal  (RFP)  to  two  ecology 
engineers  for  the  first  phase  of  this  type  of  system  with  at  least  three 
alternatives  for  the  treatment  facilities  (which  would  include  a  subsurface 
constructed  wetland  as  one  alternative).  We  have  gotten  responses  from  them 
that  are  about  the  same  amount,  and  this  serves  as  the  basis  of  the  warrant 
article  submitted.  Both  of  these  responses  incorporate  the  data  from  the  study 
done  by  Woodard  &  Curran. 

Because  some  people  felt  the  last  proposal  was  somewhat  vague, 
the  current  RFP  spells  out  a  more  specific  scope  of  services  that  would 
generate  a  schematic  plan  with  cost  projections.  This  RFP  calls  for  additional 
studies  including  some  geo-technical  studies  not  done  before.  This  would  give 
us  a  better  idea  of  what  we  would  have  to  do  and  should  enable  improved  cost 
projections. 

We  also  had  a  walk-through  of  the  area  with  an  individual  from  State 
of  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services.  When  asked  about 
the  small-diameter  pipe  collection  system  (called  a  STEP,  or  Septic  Tank 
Effluent  Pump  system),  he  urged  us  to  consider  it  as  a  less  costly  alternative  for 
a  wastewater  system.  He  also  pointed  out  that  every  spring,  the  entire  central 
village  area,  most  likely,  has  flooding  from  the  Pinnacle  (subsurface,  with  water 
tables  rising).  This  flooding  also  floods  most  leach  fields  and  renders  them 
inoperable.  He  indicated  there  was  no  feasible  way  of  pinpoinfing  the  source  of 
contamination  that  has  been  found  in  the  waterways  and  ground  water  in 
several  places  throughout  the  Village  Common  area. 

The  Committee  has  also  begun  a  survey  of  about  100  properties, 
including  the  40  idenfified  in  the  last  proposal,  to  get  a  better  picture  of  the 
types,  ages  and  conditions  of  the  septic  systems  property  owners  currently 
have. 

The  Committee  has  continued  to  very  actively  pursue  a  solution  to 
what  we  know  is  a  problem  for  our  historic  central  village  area.  As  we  enter  this 
21^'  century,  we  know  that  to  maintain  a  viable  village  center  we  will  have  to 
provide  for  an  adequate  infrastructure,  of  which  this  is  part  of.

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2001  MONADNOCK  ADVISORY  COMMISSION 

The  Monadnock  Advisory  Commission  is  charged  by  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  under  RSA  258:1  to  advise  and  guide  the  Department  of 
Resources  and  Economic  Development  (DRED)  on  the  management  of  their 
lands  and  leased  lands  of  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire 
Forests  (SPNHF)  and  the  Town  of  Jaffrey.  The  lands  are  located  on  Mount 
Monadnock,  Gap  Mountain  and  Little  Monadnock  Mountain. 

The  main  focus  of  the  Commission  this  year,  as  it  was  last  year,  was 
the  creation  of  a  new  Master  Plan  for  Monadnock  State  Park.  A  Steering 
Committee,  composed  of  many  members  of  the  Advisory  Commission,  as  well 
as  others  from  the  surrounding  towns,  have  been  very  busy,  dedicated  and 
focused  on  delivering  a  plan  that  will  maintain  a  level  of  vitality  for  Monadnock 
and  the  entire  region. 

The  future  health  of  the  park  and  the  surrounding  open  lands  rest  in 
the  hands  of  all  that  use  the  resources.  Respect  for  the  land  is  critical. 
Recognition  of  our  role  as  stewards  of  the  land  is  equally  critical.  To  that  end 
the  former  Eaves  property,  located  on  the  eastern  slope  of  Monadnock,  a 
parcel  of  some  220  acres,  was  purchased  by  the  Forest  Society  in  late  spring. 
This  acreage  now  fills  in  the  gap  that  has  long  been  outstanding  in  its 
relationship  to  surrounding  conservation  land  and  enhances  a  goal  of 
contiguous  open  space. 

It  is  a  historic  source  of  inspiration  and  great  memories  and 
continues,  as  such,  for  the  132,000  people  who  visited  this  year.  More 
importantly,  the  small  and  large  mammal  population  including  moose,  bear, 
bobcat  and  deer  have  staged  a  tremendous  comeback  to  the  area,  due  in  part 
to  the  management  practices  of  SPNHF,  the  great  work  of  the  State  Park 
Rangers  and  more  phvate  land  remaining  open  using  conservation  easements.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  Million  Four  Hundred  Thousand  dollars  ($1,400,000)  for  the  purpose  of 
acquisition  of  land,  preparing  plans  and  specifications,  construction  and 
implementation  of  a  municipal  wastewater  disposal  system  for  the  Fitzwilliam 
Village  area  that  will  qualify  the  Town  for  federal  and  state  funds,  such  sum  to 
be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  serial  bonds  and  notes  not  to  exceed  One  Million 
Four  Hundred  Thousand  dollars  ($1,400,000)  under  and  in  compliance  with  the

ARTICLE  5.  Selectman  Thomas  Parker  made  a  motion  and  it  was  seconded  to 
postpone  action  on  this  article.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  sewer 
fund  as  described  in  RSA  149-1  to  receive  funds  from  the  collection  of  sewer 
rentals,  such  fund  shall  be  allowed  to  accumulate  from  year  to  year,  shall  not 
be  co-mingled  with  town  tax  revenues,  and  shall  not  be  deemed  part  of  the 
municipality's  general  fund  accumulated  surplus;  expenditures  in  accordance 
with  RSA  149-1:8  to  be  paid  out  upon  order  of  the  sewer  commissioners. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  Agents,  Committees  and 
Officers,  heretofore  chosen.

$50,000.00  from  the  December  31,  2000  unreserved  fund  balance.This 
appropriation  shall  be  non-lapsing  and  may  be  encumbered  by  the  selectmen 
for  up  to  2  years.  Article  passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  8.  Selectman  Thomas  Parker  made  a  motion  to  accept  this  article 
and  it  was  seconded.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150,000  to 
repair  and  maintain  (including  but  not  limited  to  paving  and  ditching)  roads. 
Article  passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  9.  Selectman  Thomas  Parker  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article 
and  it  was  seconded.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20,000  to  be 
added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  by  ARTICLE  XVIII  of  the  1986 
Annual  Meeting,  for  the  purchase  of  equipment  for  the  Highway  Department. 
Article  passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  10.  Robin  Man-a  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  written  and  it 
was  seconded.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50,000  to  be  added 
to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  by  ARTICLE  #17  of  the  1999  Annual 
Meeting  for  an  addition  to  and  renovation  of  the  Fitzwilliam  Town  Library,  and  to 
name  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  agents  to  expend  from  said  fund  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  town.  Article  passed  as  written. 
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ARTICLE  1 1 .  Selectman  Michael  Methe  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as 
written  and  it  was  seconded.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$20,000  to  be  added  to  the  Recreational  Ballfield  Expendable  Trust  Fund 
created  by  ARTICLE  #13  of  the  2000  Annual  Meeting,  and  further  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for  and  expend  grant  money  available  for 
recreation  purposes.

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000  for 
the  purpose  of  removing  trees  within  the  Village  Cemetery. 
Article  passed  as  written. 

Selectman  Michael  Methe  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as 
written  and  it  was  seconded.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  replacement  generator  for  the  Public  Safety 
Building.  Article  passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  17.  Highway  Agent  Gene  Cuomo  made  a  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  written  and  it  was  seconded.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $10,000  for  the  purpose  of  making  improvements  to  the  Transfer  Station. 
Article  passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  18.  Selectman  Thomas  Parker  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article 
as  written  and  it  was  seconded.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1 ,000  to  create  a  recreational  revolving  fund  in  accordance  with  RSA  35-B:2, 
II  and  to  name  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  agents  of  said  fund.  In  accordance 
with  RSA  35-B:2,  II,  with  the  creation  of  this  recreational  fund,  the  money 
received  from  fees  and  charges  shall  be  allowed  to  accumulate  from  year  to 
year,  and  shall  not  be  considered  part  of  the  political  subdivision's  general 
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surplus.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Town  of  Fitzwilliam  shall  have  custody  of  all 
monies  in  the  fund,  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  only  upon  order  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  These  funds  may  be  expended  only  for  the  purposes  stated  in 
RSA  35-B  and  no  expenditure  shall  be  made  in  such  a  way  as  to  require  the 
expenditure  of,  or  create  a  liability  upon,  other  town  funds  which  have  not  been 
appropriated  for  that  purpose.  After  creation  of  such  recreational  fund  the 
monies  in  such  fund  shall  not  need  further  town  meeting  approval  to  be 
expended.  Article  passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  19.  Police  Chief  Bruce  Newton  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article 
as  written  and  it  was  seconded.  He  reported  that  it  would  cost  approximately 
$33,000  to  construct  a  new  garage.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$10,000  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  by  ARTICLE  #15  of 
the  1995  Annual  Meeting  to  purchase  and  equip  a  vehicle  for  the  Police 
Department.  Article  passed  as  written. 

Fireward  Edwin  O  Mattson  Jr  made  a  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  written  and  it  was  seconded.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $30,000  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  by  ARTICLE  #1 1 
at  the  1969  Annual  Meeting  for  the  purchase  of  a  fire  department  vehicle. 
Article  passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  22.  John  Fitzwilliam  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  written 
and  it  was  seconded.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,500  to  be 
used  to  partially  fund  an  engineering  study  of  the  cost  and  feasibility  of 
centralizing  the  water  supply  for  the  Fitzwilliam  Water  District  and  providing  fire 
protection  for  the  Village  area.  A  poll  of  the  house  vote  resulted  in  the  following 
YES  68  and  NO  34.  Article  passed  as  written.

$11,200  to  create  an  Expendable  Trust  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA 
31:19-a,  for  the  purpose  of  expanding  and  making  improvements  to  the  Pine 
Grove  Cemetery,  purchasing  signs,  posts  and  fencing  for  the  Village  Cemetery 
and  Pine  Grove  Cemetery,  and  to  further  name  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as 
agents  to  expend  from  said  fund  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town,  or  take  any 
action  thereon.  (Recommended  by  Budget  Committee,  Recommended  by 
Board  of  Selectmen) 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,683 
for  the  purpose  of  mapping  trails  within  the  town,  and  further  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for  and  expend  a  grant  from  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Resources  and  Economics,  said  grant  to  be  an  offset 
against  said  appropriation,  or  take  any  action  thereon.  (Recommended  by 
Budget  Committee,  Recommended  by  Board  of  Selectmen) 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000 
for  the  purchase  of  a  police  radar  speed  board;  and  further  authorize  the 
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Selectmen  to  apply  for  and  expend  any  federal  or  state  grant  money  available 
for  this  purpose  as  an  offset  against  said  appropriation,  or  take  any  action 
thereon.  (Recommended  by  Budget  Committee,  Recommended  by  Board  of 
Selectmen) 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$6,000  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  the  north  and  south  entrance  doors  and  the 
rear  double  doors  at  the  Public  Safety  Building,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 
(Recommended  by  Budget  Committee,  Recommended  by  Board  of  Selectmen) 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$600  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  ski  equipment,  said  appropriation  to  be 
funded  by  authorizing  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  $600  from  the  Ski 
Replacement  Special  Revenue  Fund  created  by  ARTICLE  #36  at  the  1994 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  or  take  any  action  thereon.  (Recommended  by  Budget 
Committee,  Recommended  by  Board  of  Selectmen) 

ARTICLE  24.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee,  and  pass  any  vote 
in  relation  thereon. 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  a  portion  of  the 
Matthews  Road  abutting  land  owned  by  Robert  Corrette,  which  has  been 
rendered  unnecessary  for  highway  use  due  to  the  relocation  of  the  road,  and  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  issue  any  deeds  required  in  relation 
thereto,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  that  portion  of  Old 
Route  12  abutting  land  owned  by  Paul  and  Susan  Tierney  and  Harry  Damon, 
which  has  been  rendered  unnecessary  for  highway  use  due  to  the  relocation  of 
the  road,  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  issue  any  deeds  required 
in  relation  thereto,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

ARTICLE  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  dissolve  the  Fitzwilliam  Village 
Precinct,  a  political  subdivision  of  the  Town  of  Fitzwilliam,  or  take  any  action 
thereon. 

ARTICLE  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  dissolve  the  Village  Precinct 
account  and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  transfer  said  funds,  with 
accumulated  interest  to  date  of  withdrawal,  to  the  Village  Common  Expendable 
Trust  Fund  created  by  ARTICLE  #12  at  the  2001  Annual  Town  Meeting,  or  take 
any  action  thereon. 

ARTICLE  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  vote  taken  at  the 
1970  Annual  Town  Meeting  under  ARTICLE  #6  pertaining  to  appointments  to 
and  officers  of  the  Recreation  Commission  as  follows,  or  take  any  action 
thereon.  (If  passed,  this  change  will  replace,  in  the  Fitzwilliam  Town  Code,  61.1 
Appointments;  terms  of  office  and  61 .2  Officers;  duties.) 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Recreation 
Commission  composed  of  five  (5)  members.  The  original 
appointments  shall  be  two  (2)  members  for  three  (3)  years,  two  (2) 
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members  for  two  (2)  years  and  one  (1)  member  for  one  (1)  year.   As 

terms  expire, 

appointments  will  be  made  for  terms  of  three  (3)  years.    In  case  of 

vacancies,  appointments  will  be  made  for  completion  of  the  original 

terms. 

The  commission  will  elect  a  chairperson  to  serve  for  one 
year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the 
Commission  to  administer  recreational  programs  and  areas.  A 
recreation  director  may  be  given  authority  to  administer  said 
recreational  programs  and  areas  under  the  direction  of  and  by  the 
Commission. 

ARTICLE  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  create  a  committee  of  five 
members  and  an  additional  member  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  be  an  ex- 
officio  member,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  and  charged  with  overseeing 
the  maintenance  and  use  of  the  Village  Common.  The  original  appointments 
shall  be  two  (2)  members  for  three  (3)  years,  two  (2)  members  for  two  (2)  years 
and  one  (1)  member  for  one  (1)  year.  As  terms  expire,  appointments  will  be 
made  for  terms  of  three  (3)  years.  In  case  of  vacancies,  appointments  will  be 
made  for  completion  of  the  original  terms;  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

ARTICLE  31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  create  and  appoint  a  committee  to 
study  solid  waste  disposal  and  recycling  options  for  the  town,  or  take  any  action 
thereon. 

ARTICLE  32  .  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  create  and  appoint  a  committee 
to  have  charge  of  Memorial  Day  activities,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

ARTICLE  33.  (Inserted  By  Petition)  To  see  whether  the  Town  encourages  the 
Selectmen  (pursuant  to  RSA  231:191  (2001  Cum.  Supp.))  to  adopt  weight  limits 
for  Rockwood  Pond  Road  and  Bowkerville  Road,  which  Town  limits  would  be 
less  than  the  limits  of  RSA  266:17-26,  and  which  Town  limits  would  include  a 
waiver  (pursuant  to  RSA  231:19  V  (2001  Cum.  Supp.))  for  cases  of  "practical 
difficulty"  or  "unnecessary  hardship"  including  "significant  interference  with  a 
commercial  enterprise  or  land  use  which  existed  prior  to  the  posting  of  the 
weight  restriction? 

ARTICLE  34.  (Inserted  By  Petition)  To  see  whether  the  Town  encourages  the 
Selectmen  A)  actively  to  monitor  prospective  uses  of  the  Troy  Mills  property  off 
of  Rockwood  Pond  Road  in  order  to  protect  the  welfare  and  public  health  of  the 
Town,  in  general,  and  of  the  Rockwood  Pond  Road  and  Bowkerville  Road 
neighborhoods,  in  particular;  B)  actively  to  oppose  any  proposed  use  of  such 
Tory  Mills  property  as  either  a  solid  waste  management  facility,  hazardous 
waste  dump,  landfill  or  similar  use  (any  of  which  prospective  uses  would  injure 
the  welfare  and  public  health  of  the  Town,  in  general,  and  the  Rockwood  Pond 
Road  and  Bowkerville  Road  neighborhoods,  in  particular);  and  C)  to  advise  the 
Troy  Selectmen,  Planning  Board  and  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  that  the 
Fitzwilliam  Selectmen  wish  to  be  heard  in  the  event  the  Troy  Mills  property  is 
proposed  to  be  used  for  any  such  aforementioned  uses  (any  of  which 
prospective  uses  would  constitute  a  development  having  a  regional  impact)? 
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ARTICLE  35.  (Inserted  By  Petition)  To  see  whether  the  Town  encourages  the 
Selectmen  (pursuant  to  RSA  41.11  (2001))  to  adopt  regulations  regarding  the 
use  of  Rockwood  Pond  Road  and  Bowkerville  Road  (under  RSA  47:17  VII  & 
VIII  (2001))  including,  but  not  limited  to,  A)  restricting  the  transportation  of 
hazardous  materials,  toxic  materials  and  other  dangerous  or  explosive  items, 
which  Town  regulations  ought  to  include  exceptions  for  the  following  removal  of 
routine  household  waste  and  rubbish,  removal  of  septage  from  septic  tanks, 
and  delivery  of  fuel;  and  B)  regulating  the  hours  and  days  of  use  of  such  roads 
by  commercial  vehicles,  which  Town  regulations  ought  to  include  an  exception 
for  emergencies?
